Xi) prophaned by: a diſorderly fort of people, 
—— by trequenting Tavernes, Ale-houles, and 
the like, .and in carrying and putting to ſale victua]l 
and other things,. and in executing unlawfull games 
and paſtimes,; to the great-diſhonourof Godand re- 
proach of Religion,whereof the Houſe of Commons 
now aſſembled have been pleaſed to take notice, and 
by their Order intimation hath been given, Thatthe 
Statutes for the due obſerving of the Sabbath be put 
in execution. Theſe are-therefore.in His Majeſties 
name to will and require you, forthwith upon the 
ſight hereof, that yougive ſtrictcharge and command 
unto all and every the Church-wardens and Conſta- 
bles within your ward,that from hencetorth they doe 
not. permit or ſuffer any perſon or perſons in the 
timeof divine ſervice, orat any-time upon the Sun- 
day other then at dinner or ſupper-time onely to hc 
drinking in any Taverne, Inne, or Tobacco-thop, 
Ale houſe, or other victualling houſe whatſoever, 
nor ſuffcr any Fruiterers or Hearbe-women to ſtand 
with Fruit, Hearbes, or other victuall or wares 
in any Strectes, Lanes, or Allyes within your 
Ward, or- any other wayes to- put theſe things, 
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or any other to ſale upon the Sundzy. at. any tumeof 
the day,or intheevening; or any-milke-wotmanto cry 

milke on that day inany the f{treets or places afore- 

{atd, nor to permit or ſuffer any. perſon to uſeor ex- 

ercife upon that day their labour in unlading their 

veſſels of fruit, or any otner goods, Or In Carrying 

goods on ſhoare, or in the ſtreets, or in packing'and

ning in Chancery-Lane by certain Gen- 
- tlemen of Lincolxes-Inne, 


pxe. Hc night as wellas the day is not exempted from 
 1Q& nefarious practiſes ; for en the faſting-day night 
ER 28 of Seprember,at 11 or 12 aclock,gor 10 Gen- 
(LEH tlemen would violently have attempted to {et 
fire on the Court of Guard-houſein Chancery-lane, taking 
thence away divers boards;but by theſudden confluence and 
flocking together of many of the Inhabitants of the Lane, 
they were diſturbed in their intent and oppoſed, ſo thatthey 
conglomorated and gathered together to the number of 20 
or 25, threatening ſudden deſtruction to all oppoſers. M.Lee 
an Apothecary being a {peRator of this beginning mutiny, 
came downe to give Captaine Browre information thereof, 
and deſire his aſhitance, who replyed that there were at the 
Exchangeſome City forces,but knew not whether he ſhould 
meet them oportunely orno z and therefore he would beat 
up his Drums for ſecurity of his owne men, while theſe di- 
ſtra&zons continued, and matters were in the heate of agi- 
tation. Captaine Lievtenant F/axes led 60 or 80 men into 
the Lane,not advancing any further, becauſe he had certaine 
information of iminent danger and d(ſ{trution. This doubt- 
full retraction in the Captaine animated one Tohn Keeve a 
Cooke to be forward in this deſigne, defiring his ſtaffe ont of 
his hand, and promiſing to leade them up boldly to the Gates 
of Lincolnes-lnne, to affront and ſuppreſle the fajd Delin- 
quents : Whereupon, by his earneſt per{waſion, and for- 
ward preferring of himſclfe, the Captaine at his inſtigation 
reſigned and delivered him up his ſtatfe, who with a valiant 
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reſolutioncendufted his men forward with his ford drawn 
and elevated in his hand,viRoriouſly captivating 3 of the de- 
linquents opponents priſoners,who had formerly tranſported 
by their owne unjuſt paſſion, which blinds judgement, 1n- 
flicted diſgracefull puniſhment on his man, infomuch as they 
pumpt him moſt opprobriouſly for a treſpaſſe of words, in 
{aying,that the honſe that was building in Iack-an-apeslane, 
. and in Chancery-lane, was a Court of Guard-houſe:Where- 
upon they preſently carried him away, and in executing on 
 tim+their puniſhment of prmping, they upbraided him wigh 
. many menacing comnations, ſaying, that they would in- 
ſtru& his ignorance in the :detinition and nature of a Court 
of Guard-houſe, and teach him to knoy what it was, and 
after many bitter and reviling ſpeeches, their anger being 


growne outragious, they conveyed him to the pump and 


pumpt him, which diſgrace retiefting on his Maſter nut 
needs irritate and incenſe him much:by this 1ndigniry thus 
offered in this conflit and fudden mutiny,he ſaid, /ob» Reeve 
was wounded in both his ſhoulders, the Inhabitants by this 
.unexpeRed tumult were put into a great diſtration, feares 
and murmurs being alwayes the contequents of ſuch teme= 
rarious rath ations; but becauſe they were afraid togive im- 
pediment to their trading, that private jnterett ſtopt the cla- 
mour and.activity of this difordered eruption of the Gentle- 
men, and the various accidents aforeſaid, though molt ccr- 
taine and too lately done, were lilenced. Thus dilcoatent-
